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THE FOLLOWING IS PARAPHRASED 

7* The Japanese government (actually the Cabinet Research Chamber) has drafted 
a top secret plan for the exploitation of repatriates. An advance copy was 
obtained by JCU and passed to ODIBJEX and ODACID. In the simplest terms it 
provides : 

A. That the official liaison with the (J.S. on subject will be through ODACID. 

B. That the foreign officer will be responsible Japanese agency. 

C. That the actual work will be done by the Cabinet Research Chamber working 
on a coordinated basis with the National Safety Agency, NRP, PSIA, etc. 

D« The budget allocated will be approximately S7.5 to 18.5 million, depending 
on the number of repatriates. 

8. The foregoing Japanese plan has had the approval in principal by Deputy 
Prime Minister OGATA and Foreign Minister OKAZAKI.
